under the Towns Improvement (Ireland) Act, 1854, and the Acts 
amending or incorporating the same, or under the Lighting of 
15 Towns (Ireland) Act, 1828, shall be such persons within the said 
boroughs, towns, and townships as would be entitled to vote at an 
election of a member to serve in Parliament. 

4. Any Act or portion of any Act inconsistent with this Act Repeals, 
shall bo and the same is hereby repealed.
